Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  fourth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  district  for  the  year  19^0. 

During  the  year  the  health  of  the  district  was  satisfactory.  Seven 
cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified,  five  cases  of  Measles,  one 
Pneumonia  and  one  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  There  were  thirty  Births,  eight 
more  than  the  previous  year,  giving  a birth  rate  of  14*3  per  thousand 
population,  national  rate  16*4.  Thirty-five  deaths  occurred  giving  a death 
rate  of  l6®7  per  thousand,  national  rate  11*5.  Of  the  thirty-five  deaths 
82*5#  occurred  in  persons  over  sixty  years.  There  were  two  deaths  in  infants 
under  one  year. 

During  the  year  low  walls  were  erected  to  surround  filter  beds  at 
the  Sewage  Works,  this  improvement  was  long  due.  There  yet  remains  two 
houses  with  privy  vaults,  and  twenty  on  pail  closets  in  the  district,  by 
virtue  of  their  position  some  of  those  houses  cannot  be  connected  to  the  water 
carriage  system. 

The  water  supply  to  the  town  continued  to  be  adequate  and  satisfactory. 
There  are  fourteen  houses  still  not  connected  to  the  Mains,  and  six  where  it 
is  not  possible. 

Refuse  collection  was  bi-weekly,  and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
which  was  satisfactory. 

Applications  for  discretionary  grants  were  received  and  granted  in 
respect  of  seven  houses. 

During  the  year  100#  meat  inspection  was  carried  out.  One  of  the 
two  slaughterhouses  was  voluntarily  closed.  Recommendations  were  made  to 
bring  the  other  up  to  standard,  which  must  be  completed  by  the  end  of 
December,  19^1  • 

I take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  the  interest  they  have  shown  in  the  work  of  the 
Department,  and  the  Chief  Health  Inspector  for  his  helpful  co-operation.
